PLANTING  AND  CARE  OF  BULBS 


TIME  TO  PLANT.  The  bulbs  of  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Narcissi  and  Crocus  must  be  planted  in  the 
fall — any  time  during  October  or  early  November  as  late  as  the  ground  remains  open.  Orders  will  be  filled 
as  soon  as  the  bulbs  reach  us  from  Holland  and  should  be  planted  as  soon  as  you  receive  them.  Special 
planting  directions  are  given  on  the  page  devoted  to  each  particular  variety. 

THE  SOIL.  Any  good  garden  soil  will  be  satisfactory  providing  it  is  well  drained.  A handful  of 
clean  sand  placed  directly  beneath  each  bulb  will  insure  drainage  if  the  soil  is  heavy  or  wet.  Extra  fine 
flowers  are  encouraged  by  adding  a little  bone  meal  to  the  soil  while  planting. 

After  freezing  weather  has  set  in,  cover  the  bulb  plantings  with  straw  oi  leaves  several  inches  deep.

INDOOR  CULTURE,  IN  POTS.  Growing  Hyacinths  indoors  is  a very  simple  matter.  The 
pleasure  derived  in  watching  the  rapid  development  from  the  time  the  sprouting  starts  until  the  large 
truss  of  flowers  has  fully  developed,  and  the  added  pleasure  of  bright  cheerful,  sweetly  perfumed  flowers 
during  the  dreary  winter  days,  is  ample  reward  for  the  slight  cost. 

Use  good  rich  soil.  Place  some  pieces  of  porous  material  such  as  broken  flower  pots  in  the  bottom  so 
as  to  insure  drainage.  Fill  in  enough  soil  so  as  just  to  cover  the  top  after  being  well  Armed.  Use  4 to  5- 
inch  pots  for  the  larger  bulbs  when  planted  singly.  A number  of  the  smaller  bulbs  planted  in  a or  ^ height 
pot  is  very  satisfactory.  After  potting  they  should  be  thoroughly  watered  and  then  placed  in  a cool,  dark 
place  (preferably  a vegetable  cellar)  for  a period  of  six  to  ten  weeks.  This  develops  the  roots. 

To  ascertain  the  right  time  to  bring  into  light,  tip  the  pot  upside  down,  tapping  gently  so  as  to  lift 
off  soil.  If  several  of  the  white  roots  show  it  is  then  safe  to  bring  them  into  light.  Better  results  are  se- 
cured by  growing  them  as  cool  as  possible. 

IN  GLASSES.  Special  glasses  are  manufactured  for  Hyacinths,  the  bulb  fitting  in  the  top.  These 
glasses  should  be  kept  filled  with  water,  also  some  gravel  and  a little  charcoal  at  the  bottom. 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE.  Plant  the  bulbs  uniformly  about  6 inches  deep.  Doing  so  carefully  will 
insure  them  blooming  evenly.  When  planting  a larger  bed,  the  best  plan  is  to  remove  about  4 inches  of 
soil,  firm  bulbs  in  place  about  6 inches  apart  each  way,  and  cover  them  firmly.

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SINGLE  EARLY  TULIPS 


OUTDOOR  PLANTING.  Any  good  garden  soil,  prepared  by  spading  to  a depth  of  10  to  12  inches 
is  suitable.  Plant  the  bulbs  five  inches  apart  for  mass  effect  and  about  four  inches  deep.  The  bulbs  should 
all  be  planted  at  an  equal  depth  if  they  are  desired  to  bloom  at  the  same  time.  Firm  the  soil  well  about 
the  bulbs  and  mulch  the  beds  with  leaves  or  straw  before  severe  cold  sets  in. 

In  making  the  bed  for  planting,  be  careful  to  raise  the  bed  or  border  a few  inches  above  the  lawn  or 
walk.  This  will  allow  excessive  amounts  of  water  to  drain  off  and  keep  the  bulbs  from  rotting,  which  some- 
times occurs  when  water  is  allowed  to  accumulate  about  the  bulb. 

HOUSE  CULTURE.  Plant  six  or  more  bulbs  in  a pot.  Set  in  a cool  dark  place  for  a period  of  six 
to  ten  weeks,  to  allow  roots  to  develop.  They  can  then  be  brought  into  the  light  for  flowering.  (Follow 
same  instructions  as  for  Hyacinths.) 

Note.  The  height  of  each  variety  in  inches  is  indicated  by  a figure;  the  time  of  blooming  by  letters 
(E — Early;  L — Late),  so  that  where  desired,  varieties  blooming  at  the  same  time  may  be  selected.
